Obf, Yom fay very well, Roger, “Tis too time, 


that thofe wild and anti-chrif oe are ge- 
nerally imbib’d of late by the Scorch Epifcopal Cler- 
gy, together with Facobire Prinevples againft the 
Government, tho’ in this they act contrary to the 
firft Act made by the Content of their own Bifhops 
in the fecond Parliament of King Charles the IT. by 
which, ‘ the Ditpofal and external Policy of the 
‘Church was lodg’d in his Majefty and his Sug 
‘ ceflors, as an inherent Right of the Crown ; an 
¢ thatthey might fettle, enact, and emit fach Con- 
‘ ftitutidns, Acts, and Orders, concerning the Ad- 
¢ miniftration, of the extetnal Governmentof: the 
¢ Church, and the Perfons einploy’d in the fame, 
‘and concerning all Ecclefiaftical Meetings, and 
© Matters to be proposd and determined therein, ‘as 
¢ they in their Royal Wifdom fhall think fit. But 
now they refufe to allow her Majefty a legal Power 
in Church-Matters, tho’ they {wallow’d down this 
arbitrary Power in King Charles, without fo much 
as a Proteftation. 2 hy! %: 
Country-m, Aye, but, Mafter, the Rehearfer faid 
King Charles the Il. did afterwards write to the 
Council, wherein he affur'd’ them he did not de- 


fign to invade the Power of the Church ; and that | 


the Council made an Act accordingly, to explain 
that Act; which he fays, by the Conftitution of 
Scotland, the Council might do.
